Notes/Comments

The 2004 bonds require two separate reserves. One reserve is held by the fiscal agent and varies
slightly from year to year (Rsv#1). Reserve #2 (Rsv#2) is taken from the first increment of the year and
is held by the City in an amount equal to the following yearos debt service. Based on discussion with
DOF representatives, the SA is transitioning how debt service on the 2004 bonds will be reported.
Starting in 2021-2022: o SA will not report the cash held by fiscal agent in the cash balance schedule
(24-25 ROPS) o SA will request only the amount for Rsv#2 during the January ROPS distribution o SA
will send the amount for Rsv#2 to the fiscal agent and have them hold it, along with Rsv#1. The SA
will report the amount sent to the fiscal agent to meet reserve requirements as an RPTTF expenditure
when the funds are sent to the fiscal agent. o SA will not request, nor report the actual debt service,
paid by the fiscal agent as an expenditure in the Reserve Column of the ROPS/PPA
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
